Our responsibility in this Third General Assembly of the National 
Council of the Churches of Christ in the U. S. A. is almost staggering. The 
churches that sent us here represent the major aggregation of religious forces 
in this country, and as such have the heaviest responsibility for its spiritual 
welfare. 


According to the world’s measure of power, our country has only 
recently emerged as the most powerful nation in history. It confronts 
unprecedented opportunities, and at the same time moral hazards. Real 
power must be morally responsible. The significance of the role of “This 
Nation Under God” cannot be overestimated. On the other hand, if this 
nation is not brought more fully under God, its own future will be in peril 
and the peace of the world jeopardized by the menace of irresponsible power. 


So our responsibility — the responsibility of our churches — is great. 
But it need not be overwhelming, because God’s power is available to us if 
we are obedient and faithful. By his power, and by his power alone, we 
may be enabled. 


God gave the spirit of unity in Christ that brought the National Council 
of Churches into being four years ago. God is the judge before whom we 
bring the reports of our labors of the past biennium. God will give us 
guidance for making decisions and for planning for the future if we put our 
trust in him. 


Bearing these facts of our faith constantly in mind, we may go about 
our work in quietness and confidence, grateful for our high calling to his 
service in this hour. 


Let our constant prayer be that the Holy Spirit may be among us to 
guide, strengthen, and inspire, that we may show forth the saving power and 
love of God through Jesus Christ.

The time for the installation having arrived, the President of the Council shall 
stand at the Communion Table and, calling by name and office the newly elected 
officers before him, shall say to them: 

My Christian friends, you have been called to these responsible offices in the 
National Council of Churches, your friends and colleagues deeming you to be worthy 
of these exacting responsibilities during the years ahead. 

You have accepted these obligations, we are sure, in the spirit of humble dedica- 
tion to the cause of Christ and have long since covenanted to give them unstinted 
labor and uncalculated zeal. 

We call you now before this Assembly not to test your devotion to Christ and 
his Church for we are persuaded that has no need of proof.

DR. ROY G. ROSS 


Roy G. Ross was born in Forrest, Illinois. He was gradu- 
ated from Eureka College and the Divinity School of Yale 
University. He subsequently did graduate work at the Uni- 
versity of Chicago. He was awarded the LL.D. degree from 
Eureka College in 1936, the D.D. degree from Otterbein Col- 
lege in 1952, and the D.D. degree from Butler University in 
1954. He was married in 1929 to Elizabeth Elsie Green of 
Owosso, Michigan. Dr. and Mrs. Ross have one daughter, 
Mrs. William E. Thompson, and a granddaughter, Margaret 
Laura. 

Dr. Ross was ordained in the ministry of the Disciples of Christ in 1923. He held pastorates 
at Carrollton, Illinois; North Cornwall, Connecticut; and Milwaukee, Wisconsin. For three 
years he was national director of Youth Work of the Disciples of Christ, after which he served 
as executive secretary of Religious Education for his communion. In 1936 he became the general 
secretary of the International Council of Religious Education, which position he held until the 
establishment of the National Council of Churches. At the Cleveland Constituting Convention 
he was elected executive secretary of the Division of Christian Education and associate general 
secretary of the new Council. In 1951 he relinquishd the first position to give full time to the 
Council’s General Administration. In 1953 he was elected general secretary. 

Dr. Ross is a trustee of the Disciples Divinity House of the University of Chicago, a trustee 
of the Religious Education Foundation, and a member of the Board of Managers of the World 
Council of Christian Education. 





DR. ROSWELL P. BARNES 


Roswell P. Barnes was born in Council Bluffs, lowa, and 
was graduated from Lafayette College with the degrees of 
B.A. and M.A. He took graduate work at Columbia Uni- 
versity and Union Theological Seminary. Lafayette College 
awarded him the D.D. degree in 1941. He married Helen 
Ackley Bosworth. Dr. and Mrs. Barnes have two children, 
Margaret Agnes (Mrs. Thomas Lehrecke) and a son bear- 
ing his father’s name, and two grandchildren, David John 
Lehrecke and Thomas Frederick Lehrecke. Ordained in the 
Presbyterian U.S.A. ministry, Dr. Barnes served two New York city congregations of that 
church, first as an associate minister of the Park Avenue Church (1928 to 1932) and later as 
the pastor of the University Heights Church (1932 to 1937). For the next thirteen years he was 
associated with the Federal Council of Churches as associate secretary of the Department of 
International Justice and Goodwill (1937-1940) and later as one of the Federal Council’s 
associate general secretaries. He has long been identified with the work of the World Council 
of Churches, having been a committee secretary at the Amsterdam Assembly and a delegate 
and section chairman at the Evanston Assembly. When the National Council of Churches was 
formed he became the executive secretary of its Division of Christian Life and Work. He was 
named associate general secretary in November, 1953.

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Following the reading of the Scripture, the President shall pray: 


“Thou who dost call men and women to proclaim the good news of 
Jesus Christ, grant thy strengthening grace to all who have responded 
to thy call. Give them vision to see the greatness of their service. Guide 
them in all their preparation, enriching the good gifts which they 
already possess and supplying those which they lack. Give them happiness 
and peace, insight and adaptability, courage and good judgment. Make 
them ready to learn as well as to teach, to receive as well as to give, 
that they may truly show forth Jesus, not only in their words but in 
their lives. 


“God of peace, who through thy Son Jesus Christ didst set forth 
one faith for the salvation of mankind, send thy grace and heavenly 
blessing upon all Christian people who are striving to draw nearer to 
thee and to each other, in the unity of the spirit and in the bond of peace.

Boston is an amazing city—one which was settled in 1630 by God-loving people 
of rugged character, industry, and vision, and which has grown into one of the 
greatest cultural and educational centers of the country. It is also a beautiful seaport 
city with many parks and gardens as well as a great, modern manufacturing and 
commercial center, with over 234 million people in its metropolitan area. Some of 
the picturesque old buildings and streets are reminiscent of those of London and Paris. 

Here you will re-live exciting history at Old North Church and Bunker Hill or 
near-by Plymouth, Lexington, and Concord. You will follow Paul Revere’s famous 
ride or visit the Henry Wadsworth Longfellow house in Cambridge. If you are a 
close friend of Thoreau’s, you may wish to visit Lake Walden, where he wrote many 
of his great essays. Yes, Greater Boston is full of history. 

Boston offers much else to be seen and appreciated, for it has many fine museums, 
the majestic Public Library, and the Boston Symphony and the Pops Orchestras, 
which provide music from heavy to light classical at both indoor and outdoor concerts. 
Boston is also the second city in the country in the number of top-hit openings each 
season. 

Restaurants in Boston are as intriguing as they are varied. The city is well known 
for its seafood. However, many other types of eating places, ranging from the 
checkered-tablecloth to the French-speaking-waiter variety, are equally popular. 

Virtually 
every faith is represented, and many of the individual edifices are of historic or 
architectural significance. To name but a few, there is Trinity Church, made famous 
by Phillips Brooks; King’s Chapel, where Revolutionary leaders, both British and 
American, once worshiped; Old South Church, organized in 1669 and associated with 
many of the most influential events in American history; the Church of the Covenant, 
reputed to be the finest example of Gothic architecture this side of the Atlantic; the 
Old North Church, in which the lanterns were hung as a signal to Paul Revere; and 
the First Church of Christ, Scientist, whose adjacent headquarters building houses 
the famous Mapparium. 

Boston is the birthplace of public education in the Western Hemisphere. The 
first public school in the Colonies was Boston Public Latin School, founded in 1635. 
Harvard College, today among the greatest educational institutions of the world, was 
founded the following year. Also, just across the Charles River in Cambridge is the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology, which serves as the focal point for engineering 
progress in this area, as well as the research center for much of the State’s great 
electronics industry. Greater Boston continues as a world leader in education with 
such other fine institutions, both old and new, as Andover Newton, Boston University, 
Boston College, Brandeis, Gordon, Northeastern, and Tufts, and those fine women’s 
colleges, Simmons and Radcliffe and Wellesley. 

Boston is truly an enchanting city, even to its weather. As Mark Twain is said 
to have commented, “If you don’t like our weather, wait a minute. . . .” Welcome 
to Boston. We are glad to have you with us.
